14th  Mansfield  Relays 


The  annual  event  that  all  of  us  look  forward  to  in  the  Spring  of  the  year  brings  to  the  city  some  of  the  outstand¬ 
ing  athletes  of  the  country.  The  14th  Annual  Mansfield  Relays,  the  greatest  interscholastic  track  meet  in  the  nation, 
has  put  Mansfield  on  the  sports  map.  It  was  here  that  some  of  the  famed  Olympic  stars  received  their  start. 

This  year  Cleveland  East  Tech  brought  one  of  the  greatest  track  teams  in  high  school  history.  With  Chet  Thomas 
at  the  head,  the  Carpenter’s  annexed  seven  firsts  and  numerous  seconds  and  thirds.  Thomas  alone  accounted  for  three 
firsts  and  ran  anchor  on  the  winning  880  yd.  relay.  Tech  collected  78  points  to  take  home  the  giant  Relay  Trophy. 

Records  were  shattered  by  Shaw  of  Fremont  Ross,  in  the  shot  put,  Jordon  of  Akron  South  in  the  mile  run,  and 
the  880  yd.  relay  was  broken  by  East  Tech. 

Individual  winners  received  15  jewel  Elgin  wrist  watches  for  first  place  and  belt  buckles  for  second  and  third. 

Thirty-seven  schools  participated  with  some  500  athletes  attending.
